It would, be inconsistent with the object 
and scope of this article to refer at length to 
the general features of the country. Our re- 
marks wil have retereuce solely to its wants 
and opportunities, in so far as they directly 
interest basiness men. 

The circulating mediam of the Province 
consists of American coin, and the notes of 
the Bank of British North America and of the 
Bank of Briti-h Columbia. English money 
with the exception of sovereigns and shillings 
is rarely seen. In 1869 the British Bank bad 
notes to the amount of $116 560 in circolat- 
ion, and the British Columbia Bank $105,- 
331—together $221,891. The United deposits 
of the wwo institutions were $685,645. The 
Bank of British Columbia has a capital stock 
of $1,400,000 ; in 1869 it declared a dividend 
of only 2} per cent perannum. This exbaus- 
ed $18,066 of its earnings, teaving only 
$3,853 as “reserved profits '’—showiog that 
it was not ther what we would call a strong 
institution. IJtis a sivogular circumstances 
thatthe item of bills discounted, which 
assumes so prominent a place in our bank 
returns, does not appear in their bank state~ 
ments at all; the reason being that the Vic- 
toria bankers do not trust their ae | out 
in this way to any important extent. Their 
business consists largely of transactions ia 
exchange. Drafts on Portland, Uregon, on 
San Francisco, and on London, are sold toa 
considerable extent: also government and 
navy bills. These are paidfur ia coin. Be- 
sides these two banks, there are one or two 
firms.which ouy gold dust and bars, and draw 
exchange, Wells, Fargo & Co. being the 
principal one. The exports of gold from the 
Proviace amount to about to two million 
dollars annually, besides what is carried away 
by private hands, The total amount obtained 
in Cariboo and the upper country in 1870 
was estimated at one million sterling. The 
gold assuyed in Victoria and run into bars 
is sent to California, and generally sold at 
@ discount of 2 and 3 percent, on the stump on 
bar. This discount isowing to the scarcity 
of coin. : 

The sovereign has acquired the fictitious 
value there, at which it bas so long passed 
current in Nova Scotia, viz. $5. This bas 
led to the introduction of depreciated sover- 
eigus, about thirty per cent, of those in cir- 
culation being under the Jegal weight. Capi- 
tal commands a high rate of interest; sume 
time ago 18 to 26 per cent per annum could 
be obtained on the best securities. We pre- 
sume, however, that these extravagant rates 
could not pow be realized. The goveroment 
evep o@ one occasiva paid as bigh as 2 per 
cent, a mynth, for a four months loan. Pub- 
lic sentiment is stongly ia favor of a decimal 
currency aod all accounts are kept in dollars 
and cents. 

We shall conclade this article by making 
some reference to the coal deposits. These, 
after all, form the chief mineral wealth of the 
Province, Excellent coal, both bituminous 
and anthracite, is found in plenty, and is the 
ouly good coal on the Pacific coast—a fact 
which generally enbances the importance of 
the depusits. The mine at Nanaimo, Vancou- 
vor Isiand was formerly worked by the Hud 
son Bay Company, but is now operated most 
successfully by the ‘‘Vancouver Coal Com- 
pany.’ It bas an area of 900,000 aq. yards ; 
theee pits are opened and the seams are 
round about four feet in thickness. The 
shares of this company are at a premiam of 
over 20 cent. The cos! commands a 
ready sale at 24 sbilli per ton, at the 
mouth of the ijeleian bape tg oononn 
possess a seam og the ust allu 
to but have not worked it. The yield of coal 
at Mensimoe, in 1869, was 40,883 tons or 
enough to supply the city. of Toronto; of 
thig 17,700 tons were exported to foreige 
ports. This coai possesses excellent burning 
qualities, baving 66 per cent. of carbon. 
About 70 miles north of Nanaimo there is an 
extensivecoal area,oa which several companies 
bave taken up claims. Anthracite coal bas 
been discovered on Queen Charlotte Island 
and is being raised by a company. It readily 
sells at $10, at the mouth of the pit, or $16 
delivered at Sao Francisco. 

A country situated as that Province is and 
with such supplies of con! will necessarily 
become a manufacturing centre. Eudowed 
with sech resources, all that is needed is 
lines of communication—facilities for travel 
and cheap land and water carriage. Under 
the provisions of the Act incorporating British 
Columbia with the Dominion this great want 
is likely to be fally met, and at the earliest 
day possible, in view ofthe serious obstacles 
that have to be surmounted, with a line of 
communication from the Atlantic to the Paci- 
or Canadian Territory, we should be in a 
position to present indacements to the immi- 
grant, whether he be agriculturist, manufac- 
turer or miner, such as can be offered by no 
otuer country on the face of the globe. 


The South Africa Diamond Fields. 


(From a letter to the Alta.) 
Kur Datrr Diamonp Fieios or oe 
Arnica, May 25, 1871. 


Since my Iast the Orange Free State sent a 
command of 1,000 Bargers to Cawood’s Hope, 
tweuty miles below nere, to enforce the 
miners to pay the State a Royalty or license 
for mining. The miners who are 3,000 strong 
and mostly English, immediately armed and 
threw up entreuchments, determined to resist 
the tax. In the meantime while the Colonial 
British Government was called upon for arms 
and protection. They sent 250 muskets from 
Cape Town to Cawood’s Hope, and distributed 
them and a lot of cariridges among the 
mivers. At the same time the Government 
of the Colony waroed President Brand, of the 
Orange Free Staie, not to fire upon British 
subjects, or it would be considered as a decla- 
ration of war agaiust the British Government 
The. Governor also ordered up the Frontier 
mounted Police, 600 strong. Cawood’s Hope 
is on the east side of the Vaal, and is claimed 
by the Free State, and also by the natives, 
who say it was wrested from them by the Gov- 
ernmeat. A mixed Commission is sill 
sitting at Bloembaf, 100 miles up the river, 
and the latest ramors are that it bas been 
decided in fafor of the natives ; consequently, 
as tne natives have turned it over to the 
English Goveroment, it will bave the control 
of the whole of the dinmood fields on both 
sides of the river.
